Amend the Law relative to the Sale of Hares 
in Ireland. 

W HEREAS an Act was passed in the Twenty-seventh Year Preamble. 

of the Reign of His late Majesty King George the Third, 27 G. 3. c.35. 
Chapter Thirty-five, (Ireland,) whereby it was enacted (*0 
that no Person should buy or sell any Hare as therein mentioned : 

5 And whereas it is expedient to amend the Provisions of the said 
recited Act : Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the Authority of the same, as follows : 

10 1. From and after the passing of this Act so much of the Fourth Repealing 

Section of the said recited Act as enacts that “ every Person who g :ll t fc - of 4 

“ shall buy or cause to be bought, sell or expose to sale, any Hare 0 f recited 

“ at any Time between the First Monday in every November and Act - 

“ the First Monday in every July following shall forfeit a Sum not 
15 “ exceeding Five Pounds for every such Hare,” shall be and the same 
is hereby repealed. 

2. This Act shall only extend to Ireland. Extent of
